HE GREAT Major McKinley made one of 

his great tactical mistakes when he put 
into his great bill an item increasing the 
duty on cigars, and consequently raising the price of that innocent luxury. 
We infer, from his making the mistake, that the Major buys his cigars 
by the box. Otherwise, he must have foreseen — that is, if he gave the 
subject any great amount of thought, which is not at all certain — he must 
surely have foreseen the effect that item was sure to have upon his own 
personal feelings and opinions. We will suppose that the Major habitu- 
ally smokes a ten-cent cigar. In making this supposition we do not wish 
to imply any reflection upon the Major’s taste. We are quite willing to 
believe that his palate is educated up to a far more delicate smoke than 
the ‘*ten-cent straight,” but politics is (or are) politics; and a ten-cent 
smoke should be about the right sort of smoke, in point of price, for a states- 
man with a large agricultural constituency. For him, a quarter-of-a-dollar 
cigar would be, in the view of his farmer friends, an ostentatious extrava- 
gance; a fifteen-center might suggest a slight social superiority, just 
noticeable enough to be irritating, while a ‘ fiver” or a ‘* two-for”” would 
be altogether too democratic, and might be considered to show a certain 
lack of self-respect in a representative of the people.

Now, if Governor McKinley had bought his cigars by the single cigar, 
or by the quarter’s-worth, he would have had to prepare himself to be 
daily, or perhaps three or four times in a day, reminded of the fact that he 
could not get as good a cigar for ten cents as he could have got before he 
framed his Bill. And it is hard to conceive of a more irritating reminder 
for a steady smoker. At the hour of recess, the statesman descends to the 
Capitol restaurant, refreshes himself with a wholesome luncheon, and then 
sends to the cigar-counter for the weed that aids digestion. It comes — 
but it comes not from Havana. It comes from Key West or from Virginia, 
or perhaps from Connecticut, with the flavor of Wethersfield onions in its 
wrapper. And, as he misses the flavor of his accustomed brand, and feels 
his digestion growing slack, he can not but ask himself if, all over the 
country, there are not thousands of angry men cursing the legislative 
measure that makes them pay ten cents for a five-cent cigar, or fifteen 
cents for their accustomed ‘ tenner.”

SOME FACTS ON FLATS. 
(From Advance Sheets of ** Household Hints for Happy Homes.” ) 


fe HERE IS never’any trouble in getting a flat. 
" Sometimes, it is true, you must give 
references; but, as these are never 
looked up, just mention anybody 
you think of at the time, and pay 
your deposit. The deposit is, in 
most cases, five dollars. If you are 
young and foolish, you give ten, 
sometimes; but this is a mistake. 

Of course you get a month’s rent 

free for taking the flat. Say the rent 

is thirty dollars, due on the first of 

the month; you pay your deposit, 

get a truckman, and move in. Never 
pay your rent promptly. Always pay 
half at.a time, so when you have fin- 
ished May’s rent June is commencing. 
By this means, when you are tired of 
paying rent at all, you can safely stay 
in the last month without paying any- 
thing, and without fear of a dispossess. It 
is only those who pay cash that get into 
trouble when they can not meet their obli- 
gations promptly. Those who are slow pay never 
Their creditors are too glad to get the money 
any time. When you have lived in a flat four months, it is time to 
move. You had the first month free, you paid the second and third 
slowly; in your fourth month you need not pay at all; and, with a 
struggle, may keep on until the middle of the next month. In this way 
you get four months’ and a half shelter for two months’ rent, and you 
may be able to get a month and a half free from your next landlord. 
Always treat the janitor kindly. Some mistaken people imagine haughti- 
ness the best method to adopt with the janitor. When they go to move they 
find out their mistake. Then the janitor and his family stand out in front 
and wheedle your new address from the truckman, while they jeer at you, 
and hint that you had notice to quit. If your furniture has been purchased 
on the installment plan, it is best to be prompt in your payments the first 
few months, especially if you are soon to move. You will thus escape be- 
ing watched; and, by getting a truckman strange to the neighborhood, the 
janitor will forget the name on the van, and you will lose the installment 
people in the shuffle. 

Always wear your best clothes when you first go to the grocery or 
butcher-shop, and be proud and reserved. Never ask for credit. Just 
order goods sent you. If they do not arrive, deal elsewhere. Aiways be 
captious and hard to please. This is a great help in establishing credit. 
Do not deal in your own immediate neighborhood. They may see the 
truck moving you, and follow you with bills to your 
new home. If the piano people seize their piano 
before you move, get a better one from 
another company the same day. 

Be prompt about it. 

The taking out of a poor 
piano and the bringing in 
of a better one will raise 
your credit in the neigh- 
borhood. Present a busi- 
ness card of anybody’s 
to the gas company for 
reference when you start 
taking gas. Never, if 
possible, put down a guar- 
antee deposit. It gives 
them a poor opinion of 
you, and they cut off the 
gas as soon as your bill is 
bigger than your deposit. 
Do not let any bill collector 
bluff or bully you. If there 
is any bluffing or bullying to 
be done, do it yourself. By 
following these few simple rules ad 
and moving often, a young mar- 
ried couple will find they can ——S 
live well, and, at the same time a 
save money, on a surprisingly small 
income.
